(n July 7, 1953, a meting attended by Mr. Gildea, Manager of the 
Saudi Arablan Government Railroad; Mr. Sinclair, Mr, Betaig and Dr. Dolley, 
of TCA; was held in Dr, Dolley's office, Subject of discussion was the 
possibility of TCA aid to the railroad training school in Dammam, 


The school, organized in 1948, 1s directed by Mr. Zeil, an American 
vocational education teacher of broad and varied experience, He has 
1 American, &3 Palestinians and several Saudi Arabian student-teachers 
on his staff, There is a constant flow of about 164 students taking 
academic and vocational subjects in courses that last four months ~ two 
nonths in school and two months in ‘on-the-job' training, Station 
agents receive six months training, Training takes place on the most 
practical levels possible in all phases of railroad work, 


Mr, Gildeas said that the railroad pays for the school out of its 
own budget, allocating 1,500,000 SR to it, Under present financing, it 
has reached the limit of its effectiveness, The railroad management has 
petitioned the Government to furnish an additional 400,000 SR to cover 
the cost of starting a new four-year course. This sum includes all costs 
for board, room, uniforms, etc,, plus 50 to 80 SR monthly for 
expenses. This school would start with 60 students and add 60 yeer 
80 that eventually 240 Saudi Arabs would be receiving four years of training, 
The school year would have a ten month term, Students would be selected 
from all over Saudi Arabia and would have to be primary school graduates 
in order to qualify, The boys would enter as students and not as railroad 
employees, The objective is to train Saudi Arabs for all types of work 
with the ultimate aim of enabling them to take over virtually all of the 


railroad operations. 


Mr, Gildea stated that the Assistant Deputy Minister of Finance had 
suggested to him the possibility of obtaining TCA aid in thie matter, 


i 


Mr. Gildea stressed the great adaptability of the Saudis, Even now, 
Saudis have skilled jobs such as running trains. Contrary to the opinion 
of the many westerners, "they are doing it", Repair and maintenance work 
is the chief problem, but even here Saudi reluctance to do a dirty, greasy 
job is being overcome, Mr, Gildea gave the example of how a group of 
students put an engine together "from the ground up and they went crasy 
about it when it ran", He emphasised that the railroad company's policy 
was to train Saudis in all phases of operations. 


Currently, the personnel of the railroad company totals a rough 1400; 
approximtely 100 machinists (general over-all mechanics) needed to mintain 
and repair railroad and automotive equipment, tractors, ete.; 100-150 locomotive 
engineers, trainmen, brakemen, conductors, etc.; 50 carmen; 4 dispatchers; 

8 general ticket agents; 24 assistants; 150-200 administrative personnel; 

and the rest are general laborers, There are about 120 Americans; 119 Italians; 
165 Palestinains; 50 Lebanese, Yemenese, etc.; and the west are Saudis, 

If all were properly trained, the number could be cut to 1000. The number 

of foreign personnel is being constantly reduced; 66 were let go in June, 

to be replaced in 50% of the cases by Saudis. In two years it is hoped 
foreign personnel will be cut by one-half. If the school starts to function, 
Mr. Gildea thinks that in three or four years, over two-thirds of the 
foreigners will be replaced, The higher rated jobs are the most difficult 

to fill and hence the need for Saudi educational training. 


The school now is used for a screening device and for up-grading of 
personnel, Zeil acts as a job classifier - in general using ARAMOO standards, 
Wages are based on this classification. The proposed school would go mech 
beyond this and greatly further Saudi ability to take increasing operational 
responsibility, 


Currently, the school functions in a temporary building. Aramco is 
constructing a permanent building, 


Dr. Dolley said the matter would have to be carefully studied but said 
he thought TCA could provide some help, particularly as to furnishing tech- 
nical personnel and instructional materials, Possibly TCA might be able to 
provide some financial assistance, He stressed TCA's present tight financial 
position, TCA aid would be predicate’ on doing these things.the railroad 
could not do from its ow resources, He stressed the need for the railroad 
to make the greatest effort possible to get increased funds from SAG, TCA 
objectives are more general and less specific than the railroad but we are 
nost interested in helping give the Saudis technical training and wish to 
make use of any facilities available for that purpose. The ideal program 
would be to establish vocational-technical schools in a number of places 
in Saudi Arabia, Such centers could provide trained personnel that ARAMCO, 
the Railroad and other concerns could draw on for their own needs and give 
specific 'on-the-job' training, He stated he thought ARAMCO would derive 
mach better long-term results from setting up a $10,000,000 revolving 
endowment fund to finance such schools than by attempting to run its om 
educational program, Gildea agreed to this but said the railroad 

ith the practical problem of training Saudi personnel and the 
\s the only facility now available, Dolley weld he would make 
pens yop alge hgh oregon cg the 
t could be done. Mr. Gildea thanked TCA through Dr, Dolley

SUBJECT: Status of Jidda ~ Vadi Itwad Road Improvement 


It would be appreciated if the current stetus of the 
purchase and projected use of the $150,000 worth of road repair 
equipment be clarified. It is my understanding that two tractors 
and a water truck have been purchased and that the contractor, 
designated by the Government to do the work, has recommended 
the purchase of equipment other than the dump trucks originally 
planned for, 


Under the terms of the Agreement, the projects will be 
planned and undertaken under the supervision of the J, °. Mrector 
with the concurrence of the Saudi Arabian Minister of Finance. 
Such supervision may be delegated by either of them to any 
assistant, provided they are acceptable to the other party. 


The J. S. contribution of $500,000, as also the Saudi 
Government's contribution, shall be used to provide each nation's 
share of the cost of supplies, equipment, facilities and services 
and other financial contributions as are mutually determined to be 
necessary to further the work of the projects, 


At the Agreement's termination, any such mterials, equipment 
and supplies which remain shall be disposed of pursuant to arrange- 
ments agreed upon between the Director and the Minister, 


When TCA/SA requested authorisation to purchase road repair 
equipment, it was stated "TCA to retain title and control machinery 
and use such as necessary irrigetion projects", There is no 
provision in the Agreement to indicate that the 7, ©, retains title, 
Article IV of the Agreement indicates that equipment, ste,, when 

becomes the joint possession of the two governments, 
Washington replied to the above request stating "Asir was not 
presented as a program envisioning major road construction program, 
Hovever, no objection use equipment needed for £1 Darb Nevelopment 
in manner indicated." 


Obviously, TCAAW does not consider road repair as a prime part of the 
project, However, it should be noted that Article II, paragraph 3 
of the Agreement reads "to improve -—-- transportation facilities 
--- by improvement of highways ---" Accordingly TCA agrees that 
equipment for the £1 Darb Project can be used for road repair work 
to the extent practicable, 


As previously stated, the project work is to be "planned and 
undertaken under the supervision of the Director,” What plans have 
been presented by the contractor as to work to be done, time schedule 
to be followed, and standards to be mintained? What contro) will be 
exercised over the use and mintainence of this mchinery to see that 
it is handled in accordance with the objectives noted above? Tt 
would appear necessary that a TCA technician - in my opinion, 

Mr, Sinclair as Chief of the Transportation and Commmication Division 
is the only logical choice + be designated to represent TCA, Working 
in coordination with a representative of SiG, these two persons would 
see to it that the terms of the road repair contract were carried out, 
expeditiously, It would be their, responsibility to go over the 
stretch of road being repaired at least twice a month and report on 
progress and work done, Attention would be paid to the use to which 
the equipment was being put and to how carefully it was being min-

SUBJECT: Per Diem for Subsistence 


There have been some regrettable misunderstandings over expense 
accounts, particularly in connection with the per diem rates to cover 
the expenses for subsistence on field trips. 


I am sure that every member of the staff realizes the importance 
of establishing a per diem rate which can be defended by actual cost 
data, It is recognised that the expenses incurred on field trips vary 
considerably depending upon circumstances, honce the problem of fixing 
a rate which will be fair to the Government and to the traveler is far 


from simple, 


Some time ago when the por diem rate was questioned by the 
Administrative Officer of the Embassy, a request was made to all staff 
members to keep accurate records of travel expenses for a period of 
30 days as a basis for determination of a per diem, So far only one 
such account has been submitted and on the basis of this a rete of 
$12.00 per day was established. This one account is however not 
regarded as sufficient evidence on which to continue the rate of $12,00, 
Subsequent, accounts of the railroad survey contractor indicate that 
the subsistence cost on field trips is mich lower than the $12,00 
rate but this also does not soem sufficient evidence to justify fixing 
a lower rate as it may woll be that some necessary expenditures have 
been omitted and included in the company account under different 


categories, 


As I gee it, if we cannot arrive at a fair and equitable per diem 
rate tho only alternative is to require a detailed accounting of 
actual expenditures. For reasons which a1 who have taken field trips 
in this country can appreciate, this method is difficult to the point 
of becoming a positive hardship on the traveler,
